PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE 

AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 

The first business session of the convention was called to order at 
10:00 a.m. in the Skytop Room of the Hotel Statler in New York City on 
August 18, 1952, Colonel Joseph Moss, President, in the chair. 

PRESIDENT MOSS: It is now my privilege and honor to call to order 
and in session the 61st Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association. 

I now desire to present the General Chairman of the Convention, Mr. 
Martin F. Kortjohn, who is also a past president. (Applause) 

GENERAL CHAIRMAN KORTJOHN: Before we start any of the 
business of the convention, it is necessary to seek and have the word of 
God, so I will present Reverend Frank Hutchins who will give the invoca- 
tion. Dr. Hutchins. 

REVEREND FRANK HUTCHINS: Let us pray. 

Blessed art Thou, Lord, our God. It has pleased Thee to call us 
together in this convention. Fill our hearts with the love of beauty and 
the desire for perfection, and grant to us that we may spread abroad 
through our knowledge of the hopes and aspirations of the nations por- 
trayed in all their coinages the sympathetic understanding of their hopes 
and fears, and thus advance the cause of peace among them; a peace not 
of annihilation but of common life, not of conquest but of mutual kindness, 
not of domination but of understanding, to the honor and glory of Thy 
Holy Name. Amen. 

GENERAL CHAIRMAN KORTJOHN: Mr. President, Officers, Mem- 
bers, Guests of the American Numismatic Association: On behalf of the 
New York clubs — namely — the New York Numismatic Club, the Bronx 
Coin Club and the Brooklyn Coin Club, I am happy to welcome you to this 
convention held in the 61st year of the Association. 

The Committee has worked hard in planning the convention and wants 
everybody to look back on it as an enjoyable one. 

Apparently no convention can be held without something going wrong. 
Several things at this convention have gone wrong, but we hope that our 
experiences will help other conventions avoid the same difficulties. Perhaps 
these things are what make conventions interesting. One of the things 
that went wrong this year was that despite an early request to Mayor 
Impellitteri to welcome you, he could not appear. I shall read his letter 
received a few days ago.

18 to greet personally the visiting membership of the Association. 

May I, through you, extend a warm welcome to all those assembled and 
offer my best wishes for a successful convention and an enjoyable visit in 
New York.

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This is not the first occasion of a convention of the American Numismatic 
Association in New York City. That first occasion in 1910 was a very notable 
one, and is worthy of some remarks concerning it. The Association at that 
time had passed through its infancy and youth, had reached the age of 19 
and was just on the threshhold of the vigorous and mature organization 
that it is today. The late Dr. J. M. Henderson of Columbus, Ohio was the 
President, and reelected for his second year at the 1910 convention. Burton 
H. Saxton who for many years has been our Advertising Manager was Second 
Vice-President and advanced to the office of First Vice-President. Frank G. 
Duffield, who for 27 years was the Editor of The Numismatist, starting in 
1915, was General Secretary. He was succeeded by George L. Tilden, who 
holds membership number 14, and has the distinction of holding the lowest 
membership number still active. Wayte Raymond, whom we honor this year 
with a gold medal attesting to fifty years of continuous membership, was in 
charge of many of the arrangements for that convention. Mr. and Mrs. B. 
Max Mehl were here, as they have been for nearly every convention held 
since that time. George J. Bauer who with Mr. Mehl holds the distinction 
of having attended more conventions of the ANA than any other member, 
was readmitted to membership. He had been a member earlier, membership 
number 55, but had been inactive for a few years. He resumed his member- 
ship in that year and has been, as we all know, very active in all of the 
years since that time. 

Prior to the convention in 1910 The Numismatist, while considered the 
official publication of the Association, was privately owned and published. 
In that year it became the property of the Association. A. R. Frey, who had 
been President of the ANA from 1904 to 1907, was appointed Editor, and 
George H. Blake, who was the Association’s Treasurer for many years, was 
appointed Associate Editor. 

In that year also the Association was moving toward federal incorporation, 
which was successfully concluded two year later. The convention had its head- 
quarters in the old Park Avenue Hotel at Park Avenue and 33rd Street, 
but the business sessions were held at the recently completed building of 
the American Numismatic Society. That Society, whose activities are devoted 
mostly to the more serious and scholarly aspects of numismatics, has always 
been most cooperative with the ANA and most generous with its facilities 
whenever they could be of assistance to us. I hope that you will all avail 
yourselves of the opportunity, if you have not already done so, of a visit 
to their magnificent building on upper Broadway at 156th Street. You will 
be most welcome and it is a trip that is distinctly worth while. 

It may be observed that the convention in 1910, in New York, was an 
important milestone in the history and development of the ANA, the mem- 
bers identified with New York contributed so largely in that early struggle 
for maturity and soundness. 

In a selection of language with which to report the current progress 
and aims of the Association I can do no better than to quote a paragraph 
or two from the address of President Henderson, written forty-two years 
ago for a similar occasion. 

“It is with full realization of the responsibilities, and with keen apprecia- 
tion of the honor that is reposed in the administrative officers, and with an 
earnest desire to merit the confidence of our members, that your support 
will be continued during the year, that our administration will not be one 
in which the activities of the Association are permitted to slumber, but that 
our standard may be carried forward and float over new fields, that I now 
come to you with this greeting. 

“The year that has just passed has been the most successful in the history 
of the Association. New life has been awakened and injected into its ranks 
and there is a great interest manifested by all of its members and affiliated 
organizations. The Association is alive to all the possibilities before it. The 
General Secretary’s report will show added numerical strength for the year, 
as well as many other facts not here mentioned. Our membership now 
approaches seven hundred. (Remember this was over forty years ago; we now 
have nearly eight thousand, a good number that would have staggered the 
imagination of the good Doctor.) 
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In conclusion, I ask that everybody not completely satisfied with the 
ppgram should see me. But I hope that with the story I have already 
given, I shall not hear any. My main interest now is to see that all of you 
have fun, as much fun as you possibly can. 

Thank you very much. I will now turn the Chair back to Your Presi- 
dent, Colonel Moss. 

PRESIDENT MOSS: I will call on our General Secretary to read the 
list of deceased members and ask you to rise in silent tribute for a moment.

It is 
particularly gratifying to be able to do so under these present circumstances, 
wl^re so many of our friends are gathered and to enjoy the good fellowship 
and our common interests in numismatics. We are deeply grateful, and extend 
our sincere thanks to our hosts who have made this meeting possible and 
who have arranged for our comfort and pleasure.

Every effort will be made during the coming year to continue this pro- 
gram of organization of new local clubs and of the reactivation of some clubs 
now inactive. 

The report of our Auditor shows a slight decrease in the cash re- 
serves of the Association, but it should also be observed that there has been 
no decrease in the total net worth. As a matter of fact, our total net worth 
was increased by $1263.10, and is now the highest in the history of the Associa- 
tion, with more than $76,000 in cash and property assets. The Association was 
operated on a carefully planned budget and most of the ordinary expenses 
were not in excess of the estimate. The total income was somewhat less than 
had been expected, for we had really counted on a larger increase in the 
membership. The increased circulation of The Numismatist did result in 
higher printing and mailing costs, and there was a 10% increase on April 1 
for all second class mail. This is to be followed by similar increases during 
the next two years. The transfer of our library to Seattle has greatly improved 
the service. Our librarian has more room, better facilities, and devotes all her 
time to the work. Shipping costs and some necessary equipment resulted in a 
somewhat greater cost for operation of the library than had been the case 
for last year. 

The membership directory, published at considerable cost, but at three- 
year intervals, is paid for, of course, at time of each publication, but this 
expense is pro-rated over the three years. One-third of the cost of the cur- 
rent edition has been charged to fiscal operating expense this year and two- 
thirds entered as prepaid expense, to be charged off over next two years. 
This prepaid expense is a non-cash asset. 

Certain other expenses, as listed in the report, were actually the con- 
version of cash assets into non-cash assets, and while they decreased the 
amount of cash on hand they did not decrease our total worth. Just as for 
most individuals and other corporations, we must carry a part of our assets 
in the form of property, necessary for the operation of the Association, and 
our various offices, and our total worth should include the value of this 
property, and not just the cash we have in the bank. 

Numerous complaints have reached my desk during the year from mem- 
bers and dealers, reporting mistreatment of one kind or another. Most of 
these were rather petty and had to do with disagreements on condition of 
coins, delays in filling of orders or of payment of bills, and other matters 
concerned with private commercial transactions. The Association cannot 
involve itself in these things, except in cases of evident or probable fraud or 
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“The ANA is not a scientific numismatic society, but rather a popular 
numismatic organization, drawn together with a spirit of kindred love, that 
through association and correspondence, we may be able to acquire informa- 
tion as well as to impart it. It is a source of pride that we have enrolled as 
members a large number of advanced students of numismatics, but it is also 
true that the vast majority of our members are novices, and have joined 
our ranks seeking the knowledge they so much desire. And we must meet 
this demand. This cannot be passed over lightly, especially when the need 
can be so easily supplied. I would urge that members who have taken up a 
special branch of numismatics prepare a monograph of an elementary nature 
containing the fundamental facts that the amateur can easily understand 
and acquire a knowledge of the subject. To benefit our members these should 
appear in The Numismatist. That the ANA may continue to be a power 
in the numismatic world those of us who have advanced in the study should 
be ever eager and ready to assist the beginner. Our membership is so widely 
scattered that very few enjoy the opportunity of attending its conventions. 
This is to be regretted. Endeavors have been made to hold conventions in 
different localities, thereby giving the members in territory adjacent thereto 
an opportunity to attend. Whenever a convention is held in your vicinity 
it is your loss if you fail to attend.” 

The Association today is a living testimony to the foresight and sound- 
ness of vision of Dr. Henderson and of others, before and since his time, who 
laid the foundation and plotted the course that has been wisely followed. 
We have grown in numbers, as remarked above, but we have not changed 
the purposes for which the Association was founded nor the aims toward 
which we are striving. 

The 1910 convention was attended by 67 registered members, and hailed 
at that time as the greatest assembly of numismatists that had been gathered 
together for a convention. 

The Association held its convention next in New York in 1922. It was 
an equally notable occasion, with headquarters in the Great Northern Hotel, 
and with 94 members registered. The President was the late Moritz Wormser, 
serving the second of his five years in that office. No other President served 
as long or more faithfully. Time does not permit an extended account of 
that convention. 

Many of us had the privilege of attending the convention here in this 
hotel in 1939. It was the largest convention ever held by the ANA prior to 
^at time, as was true of the two preceding conventions in New York. J. Henry 
Ripstra of Chicago was concluding his term of office as President, and was 
succeeded by L. W. Hoffecker of El Paso. The local numismatic clubs joined 
wgether as they have this year, in acting as hosts, and the traditional New 
York hospitality, of which there is none finer, was extended in full measure. 
Those that were here will always remember that delightful occasion. 

The Association was prevented in 1945, by travel restrictions and other 
wartime difficulties, from holding a regular convention. In order to transact 
the necessary business of the Association, receive reports of officers and com- 
mittees, including the Election Committee, the officers held a meeting in this 
hotel, with committees appointed mostly from local members. We can hardly 
refer to that meeting as a convention, although it served that essential pur- 
pose in a restricted manner. 

This brings us down to the present moment, where again we have the 
privilege of meeting in New York. 

It is not necessary for me to repeat the details of the reports of the various 
officers and committees. These reports are in your hands or may be obtained 
from the registration desk, and I urge you to study them carefully. 

You will be gratified to note the substantial increase in our membership 
during the past year. For several years past there had been a slight decrease, 
due to combinations of circumstances. This decrease was not alarming but 
was, nevertheless, undesirable. A special effort was made this year to increase 
our membership. The new Club-Representative setup was more effective, and 
has been increased in size. This work was supervised most creditably by our 
Second Vice-President. Official and unofficial visits to many clubs by the 
General Secretary, the President and other officers acted as a stimulant, in 
some cases, and resulted in some new members, and even more important.

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crimes recognized as such by courts of law, and in cases where unworthiness 
for membership is clearly manifest. The Association itself is not a court of 
law and cannot undertake to collect bills or punish those who break the law. 
Our Association is a society of ladies and gentlemen, and the members are 
expected to conduct themselves as such. Most of them do, of course, and the 
occasional exception is dealt with in the manner prescribed by our By-Laws 
when formal complaint with the evidence is submitted. 

The Numismatist has maintained its high level of excellence, through 
the untiring efforts of our Editor, Stuart Mosher, and our Advertising Man- 
ager, Burton H. Saxton. The printing is superb and each issue was published 
and mailed on schedule. The careful attention and full cooperation of The 
McCormick-Armstrong Company of Wichita, Kansas deserves and is extended 
our sincere thanks. 

Expert editing and good printing will not be sufficient, however, to produce 
a good magazine. It must contain reading matter of value and interest to 
the readers. As mentioned earlier, in the remarks of Dr. Henderson, those 
members who have information about some special topic in numismatics have 
an obligation to their fellow members to make this information available to 
them, and they should do this by sending in articles to the editor for pub- 
lication. 

Your attention is called to the report of the Visual Education Committee. 
We have greatly expanded this program, both in the number of slides avail- 
able and in the number of loans made to local clubs for use at their meet- 
ings. If your own local club has not yet made use of this service, you are 
missing something really worthwhile, and I suggest that you call this to the 
attention of the President or Program Chairman when you get home. 

As each of the other reports of officers or committees is presented, I hope 
that you will feel free to ask questions about anything that you want to know 
about. The officers will be glad also to discuss with you privately any matter 
pertaining to the Association and on which they can give you any informa- 
tion or assistance. 

I take this means and this opportunity of thanking each of my fellow 
officers for the grand support and complete cooperation they have given me 
during the year. There has been a spirit of perfect harmony and it has made 
my work so much easier and a real pleasure. 

I want to pay a special tribute, officially as well as personally, to our 
General Secretary Lewis M. Reagan. It would be impossible for me to tell 
the great sacrifices, the many, many hours, the great ability and sincere 
efforts put forth by him for our Association. 

I extend my thanks also to each and every one who has accepted an 
assignment on a committee. These are tasks that have to be done and when 
shared by many it minimizes the burden that would otherwise fall on the few. 

May I conclude these remarks with a few lines from a poem that was 
written in honor of our founder. Dr. George F. Heath: 

Good brothers of the ANA, 

Once more we come in glad array 
To prove our numismatic zeal, 

And in convention here to feel 
The vital spirit of accord; 

To prove that treasures which we hoard

THE BALANCE SHEET 

We have the following comments to make concerning the principal items 
in the Balance Sheet, Exhibit “A". 

Cash on hand in the amount of $4,589.13, as shown in detail in Exhibit 
“A”, was not verified by actual count but was acknowledged by letters from 
the ' Advertising Manager, the Librarian, and the General Chairman of the 
Convention Committee. 

Cash on deposit aggregating $33,572.96, was verified by reconciling bank 
balances with confirmations received from the depositories. A summary show- 
ing balances in the various depositories is sho\yn in Schedule “1”. 

United States Government Bonds owned by the Association and held by 
its Treasurer, with face value of $25,500.00, and shown in Exhibit “A”, at 
cost of $22,500.00, were exhibited to the Assistant Manager, Auditing Division, 
of the Continental Illinois National Bank and Trust Company of Chicago, 
Illinois. A letter of confirmation from that Bank, dated July 3, 1952, stated 
that the bonds with face value of $25,500.00, had been inspected and that all 
the bonds were registered in the name of the American Numismatic Association. 

Other assets as shown by Exhibit “A”, in the amount of $3,644.16, con- 
sisted of service deposits of $115.00, and prepaid expenses for membership 
directories of $3,529.16. The cost of membership directories issued every third 
year was paid during the fiscal year under review. The cost is pro-rated over 
the three-year period. 

The net worth aggregating $64,056.25, at June 30, 1952, as shown by 
Exhibit “A”, was increased $1,263.10, during the fiscal year. This increase is 
summarized in Exhibit ‘‘C", the Analysis of Net Worth. 

GENERAL 

All the vouchers for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1952, as shown by 
the records of the Treasurer and the General Secretary, comprising vouchers 
numbered from 2322 to 2530, inclusive, were examined and were found to have 
been properly authorized for payment. All expenses of the Association were 
vouchered with the exception of bank service charges in the amount of $33.83. 

Records of the General Secretary, the Advertising Manager, and the 
Treasurer were examined and found to be in agreement. 

The Association operates on a modified cash basis and as a result, expen- 
ditures for assets such as office furniture and equipment, coins and books 
purchased, display cases and coin slides, are charged to operations at the time 
of purchase and are never shown on the balance sheet. In order to make 
these assets a matter of record and to make available to the membership the 
amount of their approximate present worth, we have included in this report 
such a list designated as Schedule “2”, the Value of Non-Cash Assets at June 
30, 1952. This is purely a memorandum schedule and has no relationship to 
the other Exhibits and Schedules. 


OPINION 

We have examined the balance sheet as of June 30, 1952, and the related 
statements of operations for the year then ended. Our examination was made 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly 
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The Proxy Committee submitted a preliminary report which was 
accepted. A revised report was submitted at the meeting on Wednesday.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR — 1952 

ArficZes - During the last year a total of 222 contributors combined to 
produce a well diversified magazine covering, in addition to popular phases of 
numismatics, many little known or neglected series. The ratio of space devoted 
to the four main topics is almost identical to that of the previous several years 
although it has not been always easy to preserve the balance. United States 
led with 61 articles, followed by Foreign with 41, and Ancient with 11. Then 
there were over 100 articles of a general nature ranging from a few hundred 
words to feature length. These figures do not include routine reports, official 
announcements, et cetera. 

Illustrations - For the first time in the 64 years of publication The Nu- 
mismatist illustrated United States paper money. Permission to do this was 
obtained from the United States Treasury Department by Wm. A. Philpott, Jr., 
and he has taken splendid advantage of the opportunity by contributing articles 
of lasting value on United States paper money. In all about 600 individual 
coins, notes, medals and tokens have been illustrated. In addition there ap- 
peared pictures of affiliated groups.

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so my report is one for seven months only. This is a report for eleven months 
of library service, not twelve. I would also ask you to be charitable in judg- 
ing Mr. Hammer’s record, because he had the library during vacation pe- 
riods. I can readily see at this time that there is a falling off during summer 
months. 

The Librarian’s work is not limited to the loaning of books. I have found 
that 33%% of the work involves answering questions about coins, or where 
to purchase books about coins, or how to go about doing this or that, how 
to display certain series or types, or the identification of a “puzzler,” and 
so on. So far this year during fifty percent of the number of hours I spend 
in the Library I have been familiarizing myself with the material we have 
for loan, and making new lists to bring the old Catalogue up to date. Plac- 
ing pamphlets and clippings in Remington Rand pamphlet binders and mak- 
ing small repairs on books takes considerable time also. I took a short course 
in book repair and will enroll in a class in book binding at the University of 
Washington this fall. 

Many of you like statistics, and although I do not think that statistics 
present a true all-over picture because of missing factors, I attach a group of 
Library Statistics.

Club Reports - As affiliated clubs increase in number with each passing 
year it becomes necessary to report their activities in an abbreviated forni. 
Fortunately we have a number of secretaries who are aware of this and submit 
reports giving the highlights of their meetings which can be published with- 
out rewriting. Newly appointed club secretaries very often submit carbon 
copies of the minutes of the meetings. These are entirely unsuited for pub- 
lication in the magazine and worse still, they are often devoid of interest to 
anyone except the recorders. Rewriting and condensing such minutes has 
resulted in some complaints but I see no way to prevent this as long as clubs 
elect new secretaries each year. 

Complaints — As a magazine never comes up to the expectations of an 
editor he can, by the same token, anticipate unfavorable reaction on the part 
of some readers. Progressive collectors rarely complain for they are eager 
to learn of and explore new fields. Beginners are sometimes disappointed 
because the magazine neglects their favorite series which is usually United 
States minor coins. The harshest critics are those who have “completed" their 
collections and with whom numismatics is more of a fixation than a pleasant 
pursuit. Not all their complaints are ill-considered and at times they are 
useful as a guide and reminder. It is unfortunate that they rarely attempt to 
supply what they feel the magazine lacks. 

Articles on Hand — In comparison with this time last year the supply of 
feature articles on hand is much more encouraging. Several authors, after 
years of study, completed their research and manuscripts at about the same 
time and these articles, in addition to those which have been promised, assures 
the magazine of a balanced supply of material for months to come. 

Some years back when I became editor I favored the output of experts and 
tended to discourage the inexperienced. This was perhaps not an unnatural 
attitude for an inexperienced editor to take but as time passed I learned that it 
was the wrong attitude. Numismatic writers are not born, they are developed. 
As the field for the beginner is a limited one the numismatic editor must see 
to it that they are given an opportunity to gain experience. If they are not 
numismatic literature will become impoverished and progress will be at a 
standstill. 

Conclusion — This is the 8th report I have submitted on my editorship and 
if I have repeated myself it is because my attitude towards my work and my 
feeling or responsibility to the membership of the A.N.A. has not changed 
over the years. 

With the exception of what numismatics offers the scientists who utilize 
coins as an auxiliary to paleology, and economists who are enabled to draw 
parallelisms between primitive and modern currencies, I do not think that it 
has any particular scientific value to the average collector. The field is wide 
and the bypaths are many. Call your collecting a hobby, avocation or whatever 
you wish but insist that it add pleasure and relaxation to your everyday life. 
It is with this in mind that I attempt to edit your magazine so that it will 
benefit you most. The article you find most boring in an issue may, at a later 
date, start you off on a new phase of collecting that will provide unlimited 
pleasure and possibly a fair return for the time and money you spend. 

Again I wish to thank the officers and members of the A.N.A. for their 
loyal cooperation during the past years. As long as this situation prevails the 
editor’s job will never be other than a pleasurable one and he would be very 
short-sighted indeed if he did not strive to bring to you each month a magazine 
that is unbiased and informative.

Ignorance of the nominating procedure is evident in many cases. This is 
unfortunate, as the procedure is quite simple. It is necessary only that the 
Club President or Club Secretary notify the A.N.A. President or Second Vice- 
President that the club wishes to place the name (or names) or one or two 
of the club members (who must, of course, be A.N.A. members) in nomination 
for A.N.A. Club Secretary. If the A.N.A. President approves the nominee, a 
letter of appointment will be tendered to him. If two have been nominated, 
the President will tender an appointment to one, after studying their relative 
numismatic activities. 

The A.N.A. Officers* Bulletin, a printed leaflet, has succeeded the original 
“Monthly News Letter," as the official information bulletin to Club and Dis- 
trict Representatives. The experience of the previous second vice-president 
had indicated that a monthly bulletin was impractical and unnecessary. The 
Officers' Bulletin, therefore, is issued quarterly, in January, April, July and 
October. Experience seems to indicate that this is sufficient. Volume I is now 
complete, the July issue (number 4) having been distributed. 

The Officers* Bulletin has encouraged the use of the Newell Visual Educa- 
tion series of numismatic slide sets (for 35 millimeter projectors) by the 
various clubs. The response has been excellent, and many sets are booked 
for months in advance. Most issues of the Bulletin carry short abstracts from 
the lectures accompanying the slides. 

The Second Vice-President has placed special emphasis upon maintaining 
liaison with our A.N.A. District Representatives and similar key members in 
other countries. It is believed that this will result in not only increased mem- 
bership, but in enhanced prestige for the Association, as well. 

The custom of calling for annual interim reports from the Club Represent- 
atives, originating during the term of office of the preceding Second Vice- 
President, was continued this year. There was a sixty-three percent increase 
in the number of reports submitted in 1952, as compared to 1951. This rep- 
resents a gratifying growth in interest and sense of responsibility among the 
Representatives. These interim reports contained a number of excellent sug- 
gestions that are being discussed at policy level. 

The duties of this office have been considerably lightened by the excellent 
cooperation received from other members of the “official family." In par- 
ticular, the experienced advice of the General Secretary, and the useful sug- 
gestions from the President and the past Second Vice-President, have been of 
great service.

REPORT OF THE SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT 
Year 1951-52 

In this, the third year of the Club Representative program, continuing 
progress was made. Many clubs do not as yet, however, have representatives. 
This is due to several causes. Many excellent numismatists, selected by their 
clubs or by the A.N.A. President, have been forced to relinquish the office, due 
to changes in personal affairs or to the demands of their business or profession. 
Much time is often consumed in finding a satisfactory replacement. 

Then too, many new clubs, composed of beginning collectors, feel that the 
job of Club Representative requires an old and experienced hand. This is 
fallacious, as enthusiasm and interest are the prime requisites. Yet, time is 
consumed in convincing a desirable club member that his relative inexperience 
is not a barrier. 
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WEDNESDAY SESSION 

The second and final business session of the 1952 convention was 
called to order at 10:00 a.m., President Moss presiding. The final report 
of the Proxy Committee was read and approved. The next order of busi- 
ness was the report of the Curator. 

REPORT OF THE CURATOR 

The Curator received one hundred coins during the fiscal year 1951-1952 
for the A.N.A. Moritz Wormser Memorial Loan Exhibit, Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, D. C. These pieces are numbered from 1392 to 1491 and a 
list has been forwarded to the General Secretary. 

On behalf of the Association I wish to acknowledge the generous contri- 
butions and cooperation of the following: Harold Bowser, Ernst Kraus, John 
Face, K. H. Prodhan, The Chase National Bank, H. Lang, Dr. P. I. De Jesus 
and Clarence Criswell. As most of the new acquisitions were by gift, only 
twenty-four dollars and seventy-one cents was expended for coins. 

Harold Bowser donated many twentieth century issues missing in the 
A.N.A. Collection. The Curator plans to prepare a list of other issues still 
needed and when this is available it is hoped that other collectors will assist 
us in enlarging the exhibit. 

Also received by the Curator were a number of medals and miscellaneous 
coins from T. R. Hammer, former Librarian of the Association. These pieces 
have not been numbered, but a separate list has been made of them for record 
purposes. Included in this material were a number of A.N.A. convention 
medals and badges from New York, 1939, and Cincinnati, 1942. I have retained 
one each of these, but have turned over to the General Secretary 10 New York 
badges and 42 Cincinnati badges, with the suggestion that he sell them for the 
benefit of the A.N.A. In addition to these two badges the Curator has conven- 
tion medals of Philadelphia, 1941, and Boston, 1948. It is my understanding 
that the Association does not have any other convention medals or badges. It 
would seem to me that a collection of this kind would be worth while for the 
Association to own, and it is recommended that it try to obtain a copy of 
each medal or badge that has been issued for an A.N.A. national convention. 

If the Curator is to maintain a medallion collection, it is further recom- 
mended that a copy of all medals issued by the Association or received by 
it from any source be turned over to him. As it is now, medals which are 
the property of the Association are divided between the Curator, the General 
Secretary and the Smithsonian Institution.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 

EDWARD T. NEWELL VISUAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

Mr. President, Officers and Members: 

As recommended by the President in his report to the Phoenix Conven- 
tion in August, 1951, the membership of this committee was increased for the 
year just closing. Its accomplishments attest to the wisdom of this action. 

Three new sets of color transparancy slides were produced in triplicate, 
and one of the previous sets was revised and retitled. Another set is prac- 
tically complete and has been used several times, although not yet ready for 
circulation. Still another set of color slides was announced in The Numismatist 
for use after July 1st. 

Perhaps the best evidence of the Committee’s expanded work is in the 
use being made of the slides by A.N.A. member clubs. During the first half of 
1952, 110 showings were made, as compared with 40 showings in the same 
period a year ago. Bookings for the second half of 1952 indicate an increase 
over the first half of the year. 

Since a complete list of the slide sets was published in the July Numis- 
matist, it is not included here.

With the kind permission of Colonel Moss and the very wholehearted 
cooperation of Mr. Kortjohn, there will be held in this room tomorrow 
morning at 10:30 a meeting or get-together, we will call it, of the members 
of the Canadian Numismatic Association who are in attendance at this 
convention. I think there are quite a few of them here. In addition, at the 
time, we would like to meet with us any other people who are interested 
in Canadian Numismatics. 

PRESIDENT MOSS: Thank you very much. Major Carroll, for attend- 
ing this convention. I am glad he was able to be with us, and we feel 
highly honored to have the President of the Canadian Numismatic Asso- 
ciation with us. Many of our members do belong to that Society, and in 
addition, many members of that Society are also members of the ANA, 
and have been members for many, many years. 

I don’t want to prolong this, but I am obliged to say that on three 
different occasions we had our conventions in Canada, and our most 
important asset, not in dollars and cents, is The Numismatist, and that was 
once owned by a Canadian whose name was Mr. Wilson, and he transferred 
that absolutely free to the ANA. So you can see we have a very warm 
feeling with Canada, Canadians and the Canadian Society, and one of our 
own distinguished members, a Canadian, was president of our Society for 
two years, and a mighty, mighty good one. 

After some announcements, the meeting was adjourned at 11:40 a.m. 
The Committee extends its thanks and appreciation to those who con- 
tributed papers, to those who will do so later, and to the official staff of the 
American Numismatic Association for helpful advice and cooperation.

RESOLUTION NO. 1 

All the officers and the members of the Board of Governors of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association, the editor and advertising manager of The 
Numismatist, the librarian, the Club Representatives and the members of the 
committees having unselfishly served the association during the past year with 
distinction in their respective positions, and the membership at the convention 
meeting held on August 18th, 1952 having enthusiastically demonstrated 
approval of their contributions towards the growth and advancement of the 
association by the unanimous adoption of the reports of various officers and 
committees, it is 

RESOLVED that the membership of the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation express to all its officers, to the members of the Board of Governors, 
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No. 12, Medals of “Society of Medalists,” 1939 to date; No. 13, Bronze Coins of 
Roman Emperors. Set No. 7 was revised as indicated by the new title. Famous

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL COIN WEEK COMMITTEE 

National Coin Week for 1952, sponsored by the American Numismatic 
Association, was observed during the period April 18-24. Each local club 
affiliated with the A.N.A. was contacted twice, by letter the latter part of 
February, and by letter, with which was inclosed the prepared material and 
supplies, in March. In addition, about 100 special mailings were made, con- 
sisting of personal letters and supplies to club members, schools, libraries 
and newspapers. 

Many of the schools, libraries and newspapers, while not directly con- 
nected with the A.N.A., are interested in the promotion of National Coin 
Week. Some newspapers asked for a series of news releases. It is suggested 
that future committees include one or more members who can prepare such 
releases. The set of releases could be used in subsequent years, with some 
minor revisions, and with special attention each year to the selected Theme 
for that year.

in furnishing the facilities required for the convention; and to the members 
of the New York Numismatic Club, the Bronx Coin Club, the Brooklyn Coin 
Club, the New Jersey Numismatic Society and the Westchester Coin Club 
for their part as hosts and for their great efforts in making this convention 
a success. 

Resolution No. 4 was adopted unanimously. 

RESOLUTION NO. 5 

RESOLVED that in appreciation of the services rendered to the American 
Numismatic Association by Mrs. Marcella Sheldon so willingly and without 
expectation of compensation, the Association extends to her its sincere thanks 
and a life membership. 

The President commented upon this Resolution as follows: 

PRESIDENT MOSS: Each president has been allowed by the Board 
some amount of money for secretarial service. I know that I was allowed 
$750 for secretarial service. I do not know how much Mr. Sheldon was 
allowed, but I imagine it was a similar sum. When a splendid job has 
been done the Association should be told about it. Mr. Sheldon never used 
a cent of that money, nor have I used it either. 

In my case I do not deserve any thanks because my law office stands 
that burden and Uncle Sam in the final analysis pays it, so I do not 
deserve any particular thanks.

Ask anyone who has ever served on an exhibits committee and he will tell 
you that it is the toughest assignment in the entire show. Something always 
goes wrong no matter how carefully the details are planned and this Conven- 
tion was no exception. Unsuspected disaster struck early and severely for 46 
display cases were lost in transit. Members of the Committee and local col- 
lectors withdrew most of their exhibits but that did not release enough space 
to take care of those who had reserved space. Oscar Schilke and his hard- 
working staff were continually on hand to solve this perplexing problem and 
while some exhibits had to be reduced in size, the final outcome was the most 
attractive convention display we have ever witnessed.

WHAT is Heraldry and what was it of Old? Few people are inter- 
ested in this ancient and fascinating science and one hardly realizes 
that like so many other things it came from Asia to Europe. 

The Arabs first learned about Heraldry, when they invaded Persia 
in 633 A.D. After having passed through North Africa and settled in 
Morocco, they invaded in 710 A.D. Southern Spain (Andalusia) and 
brought with them the rudiments of Heraldic Science. 

During the Crusades (Xlth to Xlllth centuries) Heraldry was also 
brought from Palestine to Western Europe. Byzans of course had been 
in close contact with Asia all along. When Emperor Constantine the 
Great founded in 330 A.D. his new capital '‘Constantinople” on the Bos- 
phorus, he adopted for his personal standard the Asiatic double-headed 
Eagle. This fabulous bird, like many others, is of Assyrian origin from 
whence it came to Persia and India. One eagle-head looked to the Good 
and the other to the Bad. 

On Constantine’s banner of a crimson ground in byzantine splendour 
appeared now this golden double-headed eagle, one head looking to the 
East-Roman and the other to the West-Roman Empire. 

From here it came to the Ukraine, Kiev and later to Moscow where 
it became a black double-headed eagle on yellow (Or). Emperor Fred- 
erich II used it on his Seal in black (sable) 1212-1250. 

Then Charles V changed his single-headed Hapsburg eagle (black 
on yellow) to this double-headed eagle (Aquila bicephalus) sable on or, 
with the shield of Austria in the centre. This, when he was Emperor of 
the Holy Roman Empire and then one eagle-head looked to his European 
possessions and the other to his vast and newly discovered American 
possessions (Ch. Columbus in 1492). 

In the (lays when people could neither read nor write the Coat of 
Arms was a necessity, it was so to speak the nobleman’s “Visiting Card” 
and his retainers were often dressed in liveries of the two main colours 
of their master’s Blazon. For instance if the Duke had on white (argent) 
a lion rampant gules (red), his men were dressed half in white and 
half in red. 

His tent hangings bore the same emblems, so did his standard, 
his seal and his coins, if he had the prerogative to mint money. 

A basic Heraldic Rule is that the SEAL, the BLAZON (Coat of 
Arms), the SHIELD, the emblem on the COIN are IDENTICAL. The 
simpler the design and the fewer the colours on the escutcheon, the 
better. 

A Shield half red, half white, or half blue, half yellow, from a 
heraldic point of view is perfect (one metal and one colour). As the 
shield becomes more complicated in design and with more colours, the 
heraldic quality of the blazon deteriorated. 

Had a castle or fortress been conquered, the first thing was to unfurl 
the victor’s standard on the highest tower, in order to proclaim his new 
ownership. 

When a knight entered a house to stay, his shield was hung over 
the door or gate to indicate to all and sundry that Prince so and so 
was now staying there. The “Visiting Card” had been put up.

The November issue of The Numismatist will contain further 
reports on the convention, including the Convention Register, report 
on the auction sale, high lights and sidelights on social events and 
personalities. There was no official convention photograph since facili- 
ties for such a picture were not available. A group photograph was 
taken at the banquet, however. 
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'‘OBVERSE’' side of the standard. 

The other side of the standard (or flag) is called the “REVERSE.” 
To-day, for obvious reasons, also on the REVERSE the Heraldic Animal 
faces the lance. This is a necessary compromise with PURE Heraldic 
rules, though in the XVth century, also on the REVERSE of the standard 
the heraldic animal faced DEXTER, with its back to the lance, so to 
speak walking backward when the army moved forward. 

With SEALS and COINS it is the same, but there invariably the 
head of the ruler or the heraldic animal, ship, etc. ought to face 
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Soon it became necessary to establish definite rules of Heraldry 
and to keep a “ROLL of ARMS” so that only the rightful owner could 
use a certain Blazon. The men appointed by the King to keep those 
“Rolls of Arms” and to watch that no abuse took place were called 
“HERALD KINGS OF ARMS.” 

This was done to avoid confusion among the bearers of Coats of 
Arms and to prevent any false inheritance claims. 

A number of these “ROLLS of ARMS” and also of “VISITATION 
BOOKS” have came down to us and are an important source of our 
knowledge of Heraldry. 

On the death of a Knight the “HERALD KING OF ARMS” care- 
fully checked the situation and only then after submission of PROOF 
inscribed the legitimate heir in the “Roll of Arms” and gave him per- 
mission to use his Sire’s Blazon. 

On transgressors of these Heraldic Rules fines were being imposed 
and Kingdoms and their proper “COURTS OF HERALD KING of 
ARMS,” consisting in Spain of five Members, in England of three. 

FORM OF THE SHIELD: 

Four basic forms of the SHIELD exist: 



Each Country and Person ought to use the appropriate shield-form, 
but there reigns great confusion and dozens of other shields exist, many 
quite impossible or pure fantasy. One is wise to leave them alone. 

THE DEXTER AND SINISTER SIDE OF THE SHIELD: 

Here endless mistakes are being made. Examining these four draw- 
ings; this basic rule is simple. 
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THREE CLASSES OF CHARGES EXIST: 

THE ORDINARIES, the SUBORDINARIES and the COMMON 
CHARGES. 

The ORDINARIES, shown here, are also called HONOURABLE 
ORDINARIES, to them belong further the CROSS, the BAR (narrower 
than the FESSE) the PILE (a triangle) and the SALTYRE. There 
exist many different versions of the Cross (Boutell’s Manual of Heraldry 
gives 26 different versons, but there are even more). 

MARSHALLING of arms: IMPALEMENT means to combine in one 
shield two or more escutcheons, by placing a small shield on the main 
shield, or by QUARTERING and placing on the main shield 4, 6, 8 and 
up to 16 Coats of Arms. 

The SHIELD of PRETENCE placed on the main shield presents 
a claim to another country or its throne. King Edward III of England 
(1327-1377) carried in 1340 in the first and fourth quarter of his 
escutcheon the PRETENCE to the throne of France “AZURE 
CLAIRSEME de FLEURS DE LIS OR” (on blue ground golden lilies 
all over). 

Emperor Charles V “Pretence to Jerusalem” (see further on). 

THE COLOURS IN HERALDRY: 

There are two METALS: SILVER (white) and GOLD (yellow). 
A fundamental rule of heraldry is NOT to place metal on metal nor 
Colour on colour. 

METAL can only be placed on COLOUR, or COLOUR on METAL. 
If colour is placed next to colour it ought to be separated by a thin' line 
of metal (SILVER or GOLD). This is called FIMBRIATION. 

In 1638 a Jesuit Padre SILVESTRE PETRA SANTA wrote in Rome 
a book, entitled “TESSERAE GENTILITIAE EX LEGIBUS FECIAL- 
lUM DESCRIPT AE.” In order to express therein the colours in black 
and white lines, he invented a simple way of HATCHINGS. Here they 
are: 
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DEXTER. With above four sketches this can easily be checked. 

In the past and also to-day many errors have been committed. In 
some countries one turned the head of the ruler to the right, of his 
successor to the left and so on, but this practice ought to be frowned 
upon. Spanish heraldic rules, the oldest, would not condone such a 
practice. 

IN the MIDDLE AGES this direction of the heraldic emblem to 
DEXTER or SINISTER was important. 

It indicated the lawful heir of the ruler, born in wedlock. 

MARKS OF ABATEMENT OR BASTARDISE: 

The son of a King or Nobleman born out of wedlock, and being 
ILLEGITIMATE, could of course not inherit his sire’s estate. If living 
in honour at his father’s court, he was allowed to use his parent’s 
BLAZON, but charged with a BEND SINISTER, which in the XVIIIth 
century was abbreviated to a BATON SINISTER. Sometimes a 
BORDURE (border) was added to his Coat of Arms. 

AMONG such famous persons were for instance THE BASTARD 
of BURGUNDY, the illegitimate son of PHILIP the GOOD (the Brave) 
Duke of Burgundy. 

His brother “CHARLES the BOLD’’ was the legitimate heir to 
their father’s throne and carried the Blazon of Burgundy. So did THE 
BASTARD of BURGUNDY, but with the addition of a gules (red) 
BEND SINISTER. 

DON JUAN OF AUSTRIA was the illegitimate son of EMPEROR 
CHARLES V who adopted him. In 1571 he won the Naval Battle of 
LEPANTO against the Turks and filled other important positions at 
his father’s court. 



THESE THREE SHIELDS SHOW HERALDIC 
ANIMALS FACING DEXTER: 

THESE three heraldic animals facing DEXTER are looking up 
to higher and better things. Symbolically and Heraldically they are 
perfect. One must remember that an heraldic animal must be of the 
MALE species only. 

THERE ARE MANY CHARGES ON THE SHIELD: 

Here are shown the most important ones, with their heraldic 
denominations :

All three STARS are very ancient, especially the eight-pointed 
STAR of Asia, one finds in UR, Assyria, Persia, China and India. One 
finds this star in Spain and Portugal as the Arabs brought it there in 
the Vlllth century A.D. 

In England one finds sometimes the six-pointed star, on the Conti- 
nent of Europe except Spain, the five-pointed star ought mostly to be 
used to-day.

These last three colours were invented later. 

Studying ancient books on heraldry one must remember that these 
HATCHINGS only date from 1638 and that any lines shown before that 
date do by no means indicate above colour-scheme. Already in 1623 
hatchings were used in a book by Jacob Francquart, Brussels, page 
XL VII, of the Funeral of prince Albertus Pius VII, but throughout the 
book gold is indicated by horizontal lines and azur by dots. As it ought 
to be the other way round this is fairly confusing and Petra Santa’s 
version is generally accepted as the correct version. 

When Charles the V was Emperor of the Holy Roman Empire his 
new shield showed ARGENT 5 CROSSES POTENT OR (Tylfot). With 
other words on white five yellow crosses, or metal on metal as PRE- 
TENCE to the Kingdom of JERUSALEM and DEFENDER of the 
FAITH against the infidels. 

As metal cannot be placed upon metal keen criticism soon arose 
and finally the matter was submitted to the five Herald Kings of Arms 
at Toledo (Spain), who had been responsible for this new escutcheon. 
After a month’s cogitations — they could hardly admit that the supreme 
court of Spanish Heraldry had committed a blunder — they issued the 
Salomonic judgment that 

‘‘REGNO DE DIOS NON ES SUBSERVIENTE A REGLAS TER- 
RESTRAS” that the Kingdom of Heaven was not subject to earthly rules 
and that in this exceptional case GOLD on SILVER WAS RIGHT. 

Nothing further could be said. 

Many heraldic books say little or nothing regarding DEXTER and 
SINISTER, or of HATCHINGS. Neither do they mention STARS which 
however are important in heraldry. 

Apart from the three- and four-pointed star exist three stars which 
ought not to be used indiscriminately. 
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There are the ROSE, the SALAMANDER of King Francis I of 
France and many others. The FLEUR-DE-LIS of the Bourbons of 
France was another. When covering a cloth or the blue ground of the 
standard, one spoke of ‘‘AZURE SEME DE LIS OR’’ (sown over with 
golden lilies). BILLETE means rectangles — covering a ground. 

ENGLAND is to-day one of the few countries left, where the old 
pageantry survives and which has an Hereditary Earl Marshal, the Duke 
of Norfolk. In London resides the COLLEGE OF HERALDS, consisting 
of THREE KINGS OF ARMS (The Garter K.o.A. Clarencieux K.o.A. and 
NORROY K.o.A.). Further there are SIX HERALD KINGS of ARMS 
(Lancaster, Somerset, Richmond, Windsor, York and Chester) and 
finally there are FOUR POURSUIVANTS (Rouge Dragon, Bluemantle, 
Portcullis and Rouge Croix). 

All matters concerning British Heraldry are dealt with efficiently 
at this College and enquiries are invited. 

ECCLEmA^TICAL HERALDRY: The Papal emblems and the 
Lithurgical Vestments in their splendour are a study of their own. Few 
people notice that on the Papal Arms the two keys of St. Peter, show 
the DEXTER one in Gold and the SINISTER one in silver (iron). 

John Milton writes 1638 in LYCIDAS: 1.108. 

^Xast came, and last go. 

“The pilot of the Galilean Lake, 

“Two massy keys he bore of metal twain, 

“(The golden opes, the iron shuts amain).” 

Ecclesiastical Heraldry is a large and little explored subject, its 
roots also go back to the East. In the Berne Historical Museum in 
Switzerland exists a fine collection of ancient Chasubles, Capas and Dal- 
maticas, some made of rich oriental fabrics. 

Medieval cathedrals have upon the bosses of the roof vaulting Coats 
of Arms of Bishops and donors who in the XIVth XVth centuries built 
them. On account of their extreme inaccessibility, they escaped in later 
times destruction by iconoclasts and only lately with modern distance 
photography have been revealed to students. 

(English Cathedrals and Abbeys, Odhams Press, London). 

THE COLLAR and Chains of Honour play an important part in 
heraldry. Often in heavy gold, they bore the BADGE of the donor. 
THE LANCASTER COLLAR consisted of interlinked golden S.S.S. for 
Sovereign (Portrait of Sir Thomas Moore, by Holbein, 1540). 

The Grandmaster and, usually 24 knights of an Order, militant or 
otherwise, wore collars of distinction, some studded with precious stones ; 
for instance the “Order of the Golden Fleece’’ in 1429 the “Order of the 
Annunciata’’ of Savoya, founded in 1362 as the “Order of the Black 
Swan’’ and many others. 

KNIGHTLY ORDERS originated in Spain very early to stem the 
Arab invasion. Strangely enough they were copied from a militant Arab 
Order founded by a Dervish in Southern Barbary with the three vows 
of “absolute Obedience, Chastity and Poverty.’’ 

One of the oldest was the Portuguese Order of St. Bento d’AVIZ 
(1140 A.D.) a white cross on a red surcoat. The Order of Christ was 
created in 1317 after the annulment of the “Templars.’’ In Spain the 
Order of Calatrava dates from 1156 and the knights wore on their white 
mantles a red cross, often “FLEURY,” the Order of Alcantara (1158) 
carried on a white mantle a green cross “fleury.” The Knights of the 
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CADENCY AND DIFFERENCING: 

In order to prevent two men having the same Coat of Arms, a 
complicated system of DIFFERENCING has been evolved in the various 
countries, ancient rules also differ from those of later times. 

CADENCY denotes the secondary charges of distinguishing. One 
speaks of the LABEL, the CRESCENT, the MULLET and many others. 

THE HELMET: The shape of the helmet is important, the plainer 
the better, and it must be large enough to let the head come in and out. 

Heraldically speaking there are only three kinds of helmet, and all 
the others ought to be discarded. 

Heraldic helmets are about 16" to 18" high and supposed to have 
about % of the shield-height. 

A closed helmet is always right. 

An open helmet is only used for Kings or rulers and for High 
Nobility, but never for Plebeians. It must be AFFRONTE, of gold (or 
gilt) and barred. 

There are many impossible types of helmets, which are to be 
avoided. 

The Helmet facing DEXTER indicates legitimacy, facing SINISTER 
illegitimacy, same as the emblem on the shield. 

THE CREST of the owner, usually of leather or painted wood, is 
fixed on top of the helmet and to hide the joint or fixings a WREATH, 
consisting of two pieces of entwined cloth in the two main colours of 
the blazon are tied round. 

This WREATH also hides the fixings of the MANTLING or LAM- 
BREQUIN which is in the two main colours of the BLAZON. 

THE MOTTO of the owner is inscribed on a parchment scroll, 
placed underneath the SHIELD. Each Knight has his own. The King 
of England has “DIEU ET MON DROIT,” Emperor Charles V ^‘PLUS 
ULTRA” (yet further towards the new World after Cr. Columbus’ dis- 
covery in 1492, and since antiquity beyond the columns of Hercules 
(Gibraltar-Centa) the saying went '‘NON PLUS ULTRA” (no further). 

THE PAVILLON is a background in velvet end ermine etc., draped 
behind the panoply of the SHIELD or COAT OF ARMS. It is much in 
use with European Royalty, but not in England. 

THE SUPPORTERS are two figures supporting the shield, either 
two animals or fabulous beasts. Unicorn, Griffin, Dragons etc., or two 
wild men etc. 

Here also the Asiatic origin is noticeable. 

CORONET and CROWN: In Heraldry they play an important part 
and sometimes they were worn over the helmet. Spanish, French, Eng- 
lish and German lists exist, by which the rank of the bearer can be 
ascertained. 

THE SEAL is really the oldest sign of nobility and as mentioned 
before is from an heraldic point of view identical with the BLAZON, 
COAT OF ARMS, STANDARD and COIN. However it does not show 
the colours on the shield. Since 1638 sometimes the colour is indicated 
by hatchings. 

THE BADGE and KNOTS are the marks of ownership or allegiance 
to Kings or Great Lords. They are worn by retainers on their liveries, 
often they are engraved on silver pieces, or shown on buildings and above 
chimneys. 
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the tales of a thousand-and-one nights. 

Asia is the cradle of Heraldry, same as of Jousting, Tournaments, 
Falconry, Chess, Ballgames and so many other things, so that finally one 
begins to wonder at those which did not originate there. 

HERALDRY reached in Europe its highest level in the XVth cen- 
tury. It slowly, in the following centuries, became more involved and 
overladen and the classic simplicity of the earlier times was lost. 

When the French Revolution in 1789 abolished Royalty and Nobility 
the destruction of all heraldic emblems of this privileged class was 
ordered and thoroughly carried out so that many irreplaceable master- 
pieces of art were lost. Wherever the French came during the following 
revolutionary wars, Holland, Switzerland, Italy, the Rhineland and Spain, 
the same calamity took place. In Central and South America (1811- 
1823) the heraldic patrimony was also destroyed during the Wars of 
Liberation. 

Heraldic Science having been annihilated, when 20 years later 
Napoleon I, Emperor of France, wanted to create his own nobility with 
his brothers, sisters and Marshals, all of very humble origin, “Ciencia 
Heraldica*’ was dead and the Coat of Arms of this new nobility, designed 
by artists having no idea nor tradition of heraldry, were deplorable. 

During the XIXth century the so-called Victorian period, the world 
over, heraldry and arts were at their lowest ebb. 

Only during the last 50 years a revival of CIENCIA HEROYCA 
has taken place and some excellent work has been done, based on remain- 
ing samples of the best period, on ROLLS OF ARMS, etc. ^Dut a long 
road has yet to be travelled until an universal revival can take place. 
That is difficult these days. Still endless mistakes in heraldry are being 
made and in other countries Spanish Heraldry, the oldest, is sadly neg- 
lected or ignored. A central court of Heraldry does not exist, so that 
there are variations of the rules in different countries. 

Many such cases can be quoted and basing oneself indiscriminately 
on escutcheons of the XVIIth to the XXth centuries does by no means 
prove that they are right. 

Someone called Steward might one day find a pleasing print of the 
Stuart Coat of Arms, have it framed and hung up in his Hall. Years 
later his children or grandchildren in good faith might inform you that 
those are their ancestors’ Arms. If they troubled to ask information 
from local Genealogical Society or the College of Heralds they would 
soon be disillusioned. Perhaps they are unaware that such institutions 
exist. 

The author must thank the late Marques J. de Aviles, (1780 A.D.) 
and apologize, for having used the title of his work on Heraldry, called 
“CIENCIA HEROYCA,” but it seemed appropriate for pointing out the 
relationship between the old Spanish and the Central European Heraldry, 
and he hopes that he will be forgiven. 

Another valuable Spanish work is by Alonzo Lopez de Haro, called 
“Genealogica de los Reyes” Madrid, 1622, which is a fount of information 
on the subject. 

Of modern works there is “Ciencia Heraldica o del Blazon” by the 
brothers A. A. Garcia Caraffa, begun in Madrid in 1909. At the beginning 
of the Spanish Civil War it had reached 56 volumes and was about two- 
thirds finished. One can but hope that this monumental work will be 
completed. 
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Order of Santiago (1175) of Compostella carried a red cross “FITCHE.” 
There were many others. One of the oldest was the Order of the Hos- 
pitaliers founded in Jerusalem in 1070. They wore over their armour 
a black surcoat with a white eight-pointed star, usually on the left 
shoulder. After withdrawing to Cyprus and Rhodes, they finally settled 
in Malta. 

The Templars were founded in 1119 A.D. and on their white mantle 
carried a red eight-pointed cross. This Order was suppressed in 1307 to 
1312. 

HERALD COAT OF ARMS> ‘^TABARD^^^ resemble a DALMATICA 
(Dalmatia). The very name points to Byzans and Persia, where gar- 
ments of the same cut were customary. These Tabards of which a few 
are still in existence, show the BLAZON or Coat of Arms (note the word 
coat) of their masters. These Heralds knew the laws of heraldry, kept 
the “ROLLS OF ARMS” and the REGISTER OF ANCESTRY and 
checked who was “ARMIGEROUS” and who was not, meaning who had 
the right to a Coat of Arms and who was not “NON ARMIGEROUS.” 
They also watched carefully that no two persons carried the same Blazon. 
Another valuable source on the finer points of heraldic science is ancient 
tombstones showing also which kind of armour was borne at a special 
period. 

CAPA^, Chappes or CLOAKS in heavy oriental silks and damasks 
(from Damascus) were often richly embroidered and covered with the 
heraldic emblems of their owners. 

The Capa of the Infanta Don Sancho de Toledo in heavy brocade 
is literally covered with the Arms of Castil, Leon, Aragon and Sicily; 
the one of St. Ferdinand from head to foot shows the arms of Castil and 
Leon. 

The cloaks of the Emperors of the Holy Roman Empire, in Vienna 
and mostly dating from the Xllth century are made of heavy Byzantine 
brocade and in parts have interwoven in gold thread fabulous oriental 
animals, where Assyrian conception predominates. 

In Fribourg in Switzerland are shown in the Museum three 
“Chappes” (Capas) of Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, booty of 
the Battle of Morat in 1475. They are in a good state of preservation 
and show on a rich Brabant black velvet the Coat of Arms of Burgundy, 
Artois, Zeeland and Vianden (Vienne), Flint and Firesteel, the badge of 
the Order of the Golden Fleece, emit golden fiames which give those 
cloaks an appearance of great splendour. 

HERALDIC ANIMALS : Strangely enough many are beasts of prey 
and many come from Asia, so the leopard, the lion, and tiger, the Aquila 
bicephalus, the Griffin, Dragon, the Bull (Egypt and India) fabulous 
animals like the unicorn, the winged lion (of St. Marcus) came from 
Assyria, the Byzantine bronze lion in Brunswick, brought in the Xllth 
century from Constantinople by Henry the Lion (House of the Guelphes). 
This lion looks positively Assyrian too. 

William the Conqueror invaded England in 1066 A.D. with a stand- 
ard showing on red two leopards (lions) “or passant regardant.” 

The Lion of Asoka (Indian Emperor of the Illrd century, with its 
three lionheads (now the emblem of the Indian Republic) is clearly of 
Assyrian origin. In India they had also the “GARUDA” the fabulous 
double-headed eagle of gigantic size, holding in its two beaks two ele- 
phants and in its two talons another two elephants, reminding one of 
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of the cave was a bottom covered with trees and underbrush, through 
which the Indians crept to make their attack. They then laid siege to 
the two men, who probably fought as long as their ammunition held out, 
or until they were smothered to death by the flames and smoke of the 
front part of the residence, which the Indians ignited. Their bodies 
were afterward found by Capt. L. P. Luce and a party of soldiers, so 
charred and mutilated as to be scarcely recognizable. Abernathy was 
known to have a large amount of gold in his possession, and grave charges 
have at different times been made against some of the early settlers in 
regard to the disposition of the property, as the cave was afterward 
thoroughly ransacked, and it is believed that the Indians knew nothing 
of the gold, which was most likely secreted in some portion of the 
habitation." 

The newspaper concludes its story with pointing out what seems to 
be the most remarkable link in the chain of evidence: the place in the 
woods where the two boys found the bag of gold is only a short dis- 
tance from the old cave. 

One other very remarkable feature is the fact that this gold was all 
of Kellogg’s manufacture, instead of being products of the U. S. Mint. 
The question arises: how long before 1867 had Abernathy been keeping 
this bullion, or else how long after the opening of the San Francisco 
Mint in 1854 did Kellogg gold circulate? As yet this is only a question 
— go slightest hint of an answer is provided by the history or by any 

other contemporary references known to me.

XIX. The Second Boothbay Harbor Find. 

This was given wide publicity in the December 1951 Reader^s Di- 
gest, The publication there was superior to many, in that at least the 
following facts came out: (1) The finders, George Benner and George 
Levanselar, ages around 16 or 17. (2) The place, one of the coves near 
Boothbay, Maine. (3) The source, burial by an old ‘‘pirate.” 

There were plenty of tantalizing hints as to what the hoard con- 
sisted of, but still the facts are not determined. This discovery was made 
over twenty years ago, but the actual date of the find was not published, 
and it is doubtful if any study was made by a numismatist after the 
Atlantic National Bank received the treasurer. 

XX. The Hull, Texas, Find. 

See the March, 1937 Numismatist for details of this small hoard 
of double-eagles, and for an illustration of one piece found in the hoard. 
This 1861-S coin is not a pattern as implied there, as the Paquet double- 
eagle reverse was actually accepted for use in 1861, though immediately 
afterwards its use was suspended. The story is told in the Coin Col- 
lectors’ Journal but I shall summarize it here. 

The reverse in question was Paquet’s treatment of the accepted 
design, with narrow tall compressed letters and different execution of the 
eagle. It is found in several die varieties on Philadelphia Mint $20 proofs 
(patterns) of 1859-60-61 in both gold and copper. Accepted for 1861, 
copies were sent to the branch mints; but on the first trials at Phila- 
delphia, it was plain that some error had been made, and it would be 
prohibitively difficult to strike coins from this die with strong borders 
and devices. The Director immediately sent out messages to the branch 
mints stopping the use of the new Paquet die, and consequently in New 
Orleans none was struck. However, the message (via overland mail) to 
the San Francisco Mint arrived a month late, before which time there 
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“Enciclopedia Storico Nobiliare,’^ Milan 1928, is an important her- 
aldic work by the Marchese Vittorio Sprete. 

Of course J. Siebmacher’s “Grosses Wappenbuch,“ begun in Nurn- 
berg in 1856, has over 55 volumes and is a valuable and carefully com- 
piled source of information on the heraldry and genealogy of many 
countries. 

“Nouveau Traite des Armoiries,” by Victor Bouton, Paris 1887 
“Saracenic Heraldry” by Leo A. Meyer, Oxford 1933. 

Of the English books the author admires Boutell’s Manual of 
Heraldry, which has just been reprinted, and “Historic Heraldry of 
Britain,” by Anthony R. Wagner, F.S.A. Portcullis Pursuivant, London 
1939, which is excellent. 

Among hundreds of old and new books on heraldry there are a few 
outstanding ones. It is not possible to cover such a vast ground in a few 
pages. In this address the author simply tries to show the relationship 
between East and West and to draw attention to the fact that Heraldic 
Science came from Asia, and that a book on Universal Heraldry has 
yet to be written. 


SURVEY OF AMERICAN COIN HOARDS 

By WALTER H. BREEN, Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, Md. 

Since the previous publication in the January, 1952 issue of The 
Numismatist, the following three hoards have been brought to my 
attention. 

XVIII. The Thayer County Find. 

The January, 1915 Numismatist quotes a Lincoln, Nebraska, news- 
paper as authority for the following story, which contains some of the 
elements of a James Fenimore Cooper novel but is attested by the record 
in the archives of the Nebraska State Historical Society. 

It appears that sometime around the year 1908 two boys, while 
playing in the woods near Alexandria, Neb., found a bag of Kellogg 
double-eagles. It contained fifty-eight pieces, and the division was most 
unequal — one of the boys kept fifty-five of them and gave three to his 
companion. The find was hushed up for some years afterwards, the first 
boy’s $1100 reposing in an Alexandria bank as late as 1914 without 
anything being divulged as to its source. 

Some later research in the State Historical Society archives brought 
out the probable story of where this gold came from. It seems that in 
1867 there were two wealthy ranchers named Bennett and Abernathy 
who lived in that district and who were known to keep their wealth in 
the form of hard money. It was also their unfortunate fate to be around 
when some of the local Indians went on the warpath and the U. S. Army 
was not within earshot. As the Lincoln newspaper says, quoting from 
the old document in the State archives, 

“The Indians proceeded to the ranch of Bennett and Abernathy and 
continued their fatal labors of death and destruction. There was then a 
cave in a limestone bluff on the place, which these men had rendered 
habitable by enlarging and building a sort of addition in front, of logs 
and underbrush. There was a spring in one corner of the cave. In front 
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thought should have convinced him that coppers were not much of an 
improvement on worthless paper money, in that their value was not 
from bullion content but from issuing authority, and it would be quite 
simple for the government to repudiate or discount the old coppers. 
They never were legal tender, and for a long time could not even be 
redeemed. 

There are two separate accounts of the coins in the Aaron White 
hoard. One is in John F. Jones’s story in the February 1938 Numismatist 
(largely reproduced from Dr. B. P. Wright’s book which lists the White 
tokens and mentions the hoard) ; the other is in Ed. Frossard’s 85th 
auction sale catalogue, July 20, 1888, of “18000 American and Foreign 
copper coins and tokens selected from the Aaron White Hoard”; I re- 
produce both here. 

Wright itemizes as follows: 

350 Gold dollars. 

100 Silver dollars. 

200 Ha!f dollars. 

5000 Two-cent pieces. 

60000 Nickel cents, c. 1857-63. 

60000 Old copper cents. 

250 Colonial and state coppers. 

20000 to 30000 Foreign copper coins. 

The nickel cents had spotted and rusted at the time of their sale; 5000 of 
the choicest sold for only $100.

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had actually been struck and issued 19,250 pieces from the new die, of 
which the piece in the Hull hoard is undoubtedly one. The finding of this 
one in a hoard in Texas indicates both the fact and the extent of circu- 
lation of these pieces. One was recently offered by a California coin firm 
for $750. 

The present owners of this hoard do not wish publication of their 
holdings at the moment, so that it has not been possible to obtain reliable 
information on the size or dating of the hoard, or a decent cut of the 
1861-S piece with the Paquet die. Complete publication is anticipated 
at an early date; the mention here in this fragmentary form is simply 
for the sake of completeness.

XXL The Aaron White Hoard. 

This astounding accumulation is undoubtedly one of many contribut- 
ing causes of the scarcity of specie during the War Between the States. 
Aaron White was a Connecticut lawyer, described as ‘‘highly educated 
but eccentric.” It was his theory that the Government would become 
bankrupt — and hence Federal paper money worthless in the tradition 
of the Continential currency — under the financial strain of the War Be- 
tween the States. (His suspicion was of the right sort, but he applied 
it to the wrong party in that struggle; even so, the Federal greenbacks 
did depreciate later. Ray Williamson somewhere said that at one time 
$1 in gold was equal to $2.85 currency, and this is partly borne out by 
the record of the Mint Cabinet’s coin purchases which for a time were 
kept in double entries, specie price and currency price. A $43.54 proof 
set of the sixties, ordinarily sold to the Mint Cabinet for face value 
plus 8c for proofing, took nearly $60 currency in some of these years.) 

As early as 1857 his hatred of paper money from whatever source 
manifested itself in the issue of satirical tokens. These are said in the 
Levick catalogue of 1884 to have been suppressed by the Government and 
to be very rare (see note at Lot 2478). A description follows:

When the war broke out. White adopted the inevitable measure to 
avoid the pinch on his own purse that would be the result of a deprecia- 
tion of currency. He hoarded all the hard money he could put his hands 
on. The feature that makes his accumulation practically unique and 
of great interest either from a numismatic or a psychopathological view- 
point is that he hoarded principally COPPER COINS. The logical thing 
to do, of course, would have been to hoard gold; yet it is recorded that 
he bought nickel cents from the Mint, and also saved all the old coppers 
including colonials, bungtowns, large cents and half-cents. A little

John F. Jones has kindly provided some corrected information on Hoard 
XIV, the Collins Find of half-cents. In the account of that find, I quoted Henry 
Chapman as saying that the bag of 1828's turned up in 1884 and went to Col- 
lins; that the 1811 in the bag was the uncirculated specimen in the Warner 
Sale and also appeared in the Jackman Sale, 1918, catalogued by Henry Chap- 
man. And that there may have been well over KX) of the 1828's. 

It appears that the story given by Henry Chapman in the Jackman cata- 
logue was wrong in quite a few particulars. 

First, B(enjamin) H. Collins was still working for the U. S. Government 
in 1884, and did not enter the coin business until the nineties. His entry forms 
a rather interesting story: upon his retirement from the Treasury Dept., he 
armed himself with recommendations and went over to England, where he 
in two trips bought practically the entire American coin stock of W. S. Lincoln 
and Sons, of London. On the first visit he bought all Lincoln's early cents, 
1793-1857 including at least seven 1793’s and a choice ’99 and 1804, for $1 each. 
The second visit resulted in his purchase of all their American silver from 
about 1794 to 1890, half-dismes to silver dollars. Mr. Jones had the opportunity 
to examine Collins’s holdings in full, December 1899, in the latter’s shop on 
17th St. off Pennsylvania Ave. He describes the Collins stock as including 
uncirculated examples, in each denomination, of the 1794-97 and draped bust 
types, apparently, and a '‘proof” 1796 quarter dollar. 

Collins also told him then about the 1828’s, and there were approximately 
fifty of them in red uncirculated condition. Since he was working in the 
Treasury Dept, in 1884, that could not have been the year of purchase. More- 
over, he sold the uncirculated 1811 half-cent in the find to Henry Chapman not 
for $3 as H. C. had said, but $16. And it is not the specimen in the Warner 
Sale, though the two are in the same condition and from the same dies, with 
just about the same centering. After hearing of the corrected story from 
Mr. Jones, I checked the Jackman plate and the Warner plate, and the two 
half-cents are not the same specimen appearing twice, but two different Mint 
State coins. Chapman made other mistakes on pedigrees, too; perhaps the 
most notable one was the pedigree he gives for the Abbey 1799 cent, which 
instead of having been (as he said) in the Mickley, Root, etc., Bement sales, 
actually appeared in the Lightbody and Mackenzie sales — latter 1869, and 
Mackenzie had it from the Lightbody collection in 1866 and until 1869, exactly 
the period when it was supposed to have sold in the Mickley auction (1867). 
The Mackenzie catalogue has clear photographic plates, and the coin shown 
there is identical with the cent properly identified as Abbey’s. 


Just for the record, here are the few additions and corrections to go with 
the article “Survey of American Coin Hoards,” published in the January issue. 

On page 11, the arrow should connect the reverses of the 1796 G-15 and 
1797 D-100. Dr. Sheldon had pointed out their similarity on page 190 of his 
book. 

Page 14. Hoard IX, the Fifth Avenue Bank hoard, should actually precede 
Hoard V. It has since been pointed out to me that W. C. Prime in Coins, 
Medals and Seals, 1861, p. 96, speaking of Fugios or Franklin Cents generally, 
mentioned that this keg had been “within the past year” opened up and 
Prime’s own doubts as to the report dispelled by his obtaining a handful of 
the bright new coins from an obliging cashier. This does constitute another 
“publication” of the hoard besides the Damon Douglas monograph and my 
article. 

Page 20. I should have acknowledged the fact that the first inkling of the 
existence of the Baltimore Gold Hoard came to me from Philip G. Straus, 
at a meeting of the Baltimore Coin Club. This was mentioned in the report 
of that meeting, published in the December 1951 Numismatist, 
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1 Nova Eborac.

The Frossard catalogue items are supposed to have been the choicest 
specimens left (evidently the gold and silver and the others were pre- 
viously sold). The nickel cents and late-date copper cents sold for just 
face value. None of the other things brought any great premium. White 
had died without dispersing his accumulation, and the intact hoard lay 
for many years in a warehouse garret. Frossard inventoried it by order 
of the executors of White’s estate, and put some of the material up for 
sale at his July 1888 auction just itemized, and probably dispersed the 
remainder at private sale. 

The calendar medals mentioned in the above inventory were made 
and sold for 250 each by White at New Boston, Connecticut, for 1863. 
Obverse, besides the square grid and FIG. DAY CHANGE YEARLY, 
shows at left EMANCIPATION/ Jan. 1, 1863; at right INDEPEND- 
ENCE /July 4, 1776; below, CONSTITUTION / March 4, 1789; lower 
right corner, EQUINOXES / MAR. 20 SEP. 23. Reverse gives birth- 
and death-dates of Franklin, Jefferson, Washington, Lafayette. This 
type is Fuld’s Conn.— 141. 201.— CA.17.br.26.p. 

Were this hoard still intact and available for study, I have no doubt 
that very much valuable information on the sorts of specie in circulation 
c. 1857-64 could be obtained. As it is, the Frossard inventory provides 
some quite significant hints and suggestions. The presence of the colonial 
and state coppers verifies the old story that the recall of the copper 
cents, together with the outbreak of the war, brought out of hiding both 
these colonials and the Hard Times tokens, etc. It also recalls a frag- 
mentary reference of Crosby {Early Coins, p. 219) to the '‘quantities of 
colonial coins” being sent to Philadelphia. The presence of such a quan- 
tity of these in a hoard devoted primarily to circulating minor coinages, 
not to mention the presence of over 20,000 foreign coins, throws a strong 
light on just what kind of hard money was circulating in those few years, 
at least for Connecticut and vicinity, if not the entire East Coast.

News From the Old Gold Front 

The Vienna mint in Austria has 
been busily restriking various types of 
Austrian gold coins issued originally 
from 1892 to 1915. On the grounds 
that they are not numismatic items 
the United States Customs Officials 
will not permit importation to this 
country. 

On August 26, a Federal Grand 
Jury in New York, indicted 65 persons 
on an alleged $500,000,000 a year gold 
smuggling racket. 

In Switzerland, a court freed two 
counterfeiters who had been “coining*’ 
French, Mexican and English gold 
coins. The court pointed out that the 
coins allegedly counterfeited were no 
longer “money” in their native coun- 
tries.

(4) Overdates due to reengraving (the 
later type was not considered a strict 
“Overdate’’ in his opinion.) 

Some 70 overdates are known to exist 
to date though some are open to ques- 
tion. In this division the 3 cent nickel 
PROOF of 1887 over 1886 is remarkable 
as it is the only proof that could be so 
classed. 

The 1809 over 1806 half cent may be 
due to a mistake in cutting the original 
die and may possibly not be a strict 
overdate as each collector may. accord- 
ing to his own standards, allow.

Other ancient forms of 
money used prior to the destruction of 
the old capital of Siam by the Burmese 
in 1782 were listed as crude clay pieces, 
willow leaf money and silver wife 
money. After the new capital was estab- 
lished at Bangkok the well-known Sia- 
mese bullet money came into use. This 
money, coined in silver of various 
denominations remained in use until 
1867 and was not demonitized until 1904. 
It remained the monetary unit of the 
country during that time. 

The speaker also described the porce- 
lain gambling tokens issued by gambling 
houses and used as money with govern- 
ment approval. Over 2,000 varieties of 
this colorful coinage are known. Each 
gambling chip carries the name of the 
gambling house and the denomination. 
They were long used as small change by 
the people. Many collectors make a 
specialty of these coins. 

Siamese money is noted for Its odd 
and curious forms and shapes. The 
country now* issues money in the flat 
disc shape common to all countries of 
the world, but it retains the old symbols 
of the elephant, lotus flower, and temple 
towers used on the older forms. 

The speaker had with him a represent- 
ative display of Siamese money from the 
oldest to the newest which proved of 
great interest to the audience. 

Following this flne presentation by Mr. 
Panosh, the meeting was recessed for 
refreshments and then continued with 
the regular auction for members and 
guests under the direction of Joe Steele, 
ihe auctioneer.
